Plans Initiated 


San Antonio community hos- 
pital has been designated as the | 
nucleus of a 500 bed emergen- 
cy hospital service for the Up- 
land-Ontario and Chino district 
in the local civilian defense medi- 
cal and health service set-up. Dr. 
A. A. Aita, as administrator of 
the hospital, will be in charge of 
expanding the hospital facilities. 

In addition missions which have 
been assigned to the. district in- 
clude two mobile aid stations, two 
blood bank teams, ‘two mortuary 
teams and 20 dispensary units. 
These missions when complete 
will involve more than 1300 vol- 
unteer civilian defense workers. 

The set-uy was worked out at 
a meeting in Upland, when civil- 
ian defense heads and health of- 
ficers conferred with Gen. W. L. 
Roberts and Col M. I. Stark, as- 
sistant regional coordinators of 
€alifornia’s eighth civil defense 
region. | 

Attending the meeting were R. 
G. Manley, city manager, head 
of Upland civil defense; Lewis | 
R. Fuller, assistant director of 
Upland civil defense; Dr. Aita rep- 
resenting San Antonio Commun- 
ity hospital, Dr. Merle E. Co- 
sand, county health officer; L. 
‘A. Packard, assistant coordina- 
tor of civil defense’ for San Ber- 
nardino county; E. T. Hitt, di- | 
rector of Ontario civil defense, 
and Dr. Calvert L. Emmons, chief 
6f Ontario’s medical and health 
service, who will act as co-ordi- 
nator for the group. 

Dr. Emmons announced plans 
te-determine how Upland, Ontar- 
ig and Chino might best be served 
during an emergency and what 
planning should be done to make 
these services most effective. 


15% Tax Increase 
Vote June 10 


June 10 will be a special elec- 
tion date at which voters will be 
asked to approve a 15 per cent | 
tax increase as recommended by | 
the finance committee for the | 
Chaffey schoo! district. The vote 
will be canvassed June 17 at 1 
p.m. \ 
The 15 cent tax increase is rec- | 
ommended as partial solution to 
a problem which has arisen out 
of meeds of the district to meet 
inflationary costs of school ad- 
ministration. Also sought, at a 
later date, will be a $1 
bond isswe, which’ the 
committee ‘has approved. 
- In. spite ef the tax increase 
Supt. Daniel B. Milliken wold the 
board of trustees Monday night 
that severe financial straits will 
face the school. The lump sum 
preliminary ‘budgets for . 1952-53 
gyibmitted by. Supt. Milliken show 
‘an- estimated -shortage of $185,201 
for: the high school ‘and an esti- 
mated: $32,678: for. the cotlege. 
“"Phese preliminary figures as- 
sume collection of only 99 per) 
cent of 1952-53 district taxes, as | 
regulated by Jaw, The remain 
ing 10 per cent should be an es- 
timated $24,000 to $60,000 addi- 
tional when collected. 

Also, he ‘said, the figures show 
no money spent from undistribut- 
ed reserves. Under a minimum 
budget there will also be many 
unforseen expenses to be han- 
dled out of the reserve. , 
’ Many Curtailments 

Among curtailments which will 
be necessary, Supt. Milliken said, 
are restrictions on bus transpor- 
fation. Students outside of a four 
instead of the present two-mile 
radius, will bring a saving of $16,- 
000. Cutting down on rfon-sal 
aried items, will bring a saving 
of .approximately $49,000. As a 
last course, salaries come under 
curtailment possibilities. Salary 
increases may be by passed, or 
increases could be granted and a 
blanket salary reduction effected 
by increasing teaching periods 
from five to six a day, by return 
ing non-certificated employes to 
a 44 hour week, or by altering 
the salary base schedule. 

The board directed the super- 
intendent to send copies of hi: 
report to all Chaffey employes 
‘and ask salary committee mem. 
bers to contact their own groups 
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to ascertain preference with re 
gard to the various alternatives. 

Board members voted unani- 
mously to discontinue the rule 
refusing tenure to married women 
because of their marital status.
